TWO CITIES BRIDGED. 


Dedication of tho Big Brldpo Connecting 


Superior and Dnlutlu 


WEST SUPERIOR, Wis., July 13.— 


The big steel bridge uniting Superior 
and Duluth was .opened for traffic this 
afternoon with appropriate ceremony 
At that hour Mayor Truclsen of Du- 
luth. Mayor Starkweather of Superior, 
with prominent citizens from both 
cities met upon the great draw span, 
the. third largest in the world, and in 
the presence of thousands of specta- 
tors with appropriate speeches, whis- 
tle of steam vessels, and blaze of brass 
bands, formally 
opened the 
great- 


highway. Agitation for the construc- 
tion of the bridge. between the cities 
was begun six years ago, but a char- 
ter was not secured until a year ago, 
when work was commenced and the 
big structure was completed in the 
specified time. The center draw is 401 
feet long, and weighs 2,200 .tons. The 
total length of the bridge is 1,094 feet 
and between the approaches there is a 
crear waterway of 200 feet. Tugs and 
small vessels pass under -it without 
swinging the draw. Elec-tricity is the 
power used to swing it, and the span 
:r>nke:5 the turn, in 
twenty seconds. 


The structure is fifty-eight feet wide 
and arranged for two railway tracks, 
besides the street railway, wagon and 
foot passenger ways and cost $1,000,- 
000.

1 The tendency of the lurge corpora- 
tions employing Jnrge number^ ot 
men in avocations where hunwin life 
arc hig-h considerations, to discrimin- 
ate between men' addicted to drink- 
ing liquor,-beer and wine, and men sf 
sobriety is becoming more and. more 
common. This line of conduct is not 
nt- all on any moral grounds or be- 
cause they desire to oppose the liquor 
interests, but just bcca/use they- do not 
bolieve that men who drink liquor 
should be trusted with machinery and 
appliances .that require the soberest of 
men to operate. 


An exchange has been looking into 


this thing and finds reports from 
nineteen railroads forbid the use of in- 
toxicating liquors. 
These reports 


show, "That in every case drinking 
•while- on duty is prohibited, and with 
the" majority of road's it is clearly in- 
.timated-that employes who wish to re- 
tain 
their positions roust refrain 


from the- •use of intoxicants when off 
duty as well. The Cincinnati, Hamil- 
ton & -Dayton road inquires into the 
habits of applicants for positions, and 
does not employ any person who is 
not. strictly temperate. The Chicago 
& Alton road declares that any em- 
ploye who is known to use intoxicat- 
ing liquors or frequent gambling, 
either on or oft' duty, "will be prompt- 
ly and permanently discharged." The 
Baltimore- & Ohio road "does not re- 
tain intemperate men in its employ. 
The effect of the rule has been very 
noticeable, and the result has been'a 
higher class of men in the train ser- 
vice than ever before." On the Illi- 
nois Central road "no person addicted 
TO the use of intoxicating liquors shall 
be employed or continued in the ser- 
vice of the company." The Chicago & 
Eastern Illinois road prohibits the use 
at al times of intoxcating -liquors, and 
the violation 
of 
the rule is a dis- 


chargeable oJTense. The Erie road in- 
quires itrto the habits of all applicants 
fnr 
employment, and no one who' is 


nat strictly temperate is .hired, Tiie 
Chesapeake & Ohio road looks after 
the general conduct of its employes 
while off duty, and does not allow 
them to frequent saloons. For the 
benefit of 'the men the road has estab- 
lished several Young Men's Christian 
Association' buildings at 
terminal 


points. "The 
most 
stringent rules 


possible to adopt are in force on the 
Baltimore * Ohio Southwestern road 
;is to the use of intoxicating liquors 
by employes." The 
Chicago, Lake 


Short- & Eastern road "weeds ou.t of 
its service all those whom it finds in- 
dulging in intoxicants at any time." 
The use o:t intoxicants.is'a sufficient 
cause for dismissal from the service of 
the Chicago, Hock Island 
<fc Pacific 


road. The ]>high Valley 
road not 


only prohibits the use of intoxicating 
liquors by employes while on duty, 
but tobacco also on passenger trains 
and at stations, and smoking in or 
about, the shops. The Chicago, Mil- 
waukee <fc St. Pnnl road not only pro- 
hibits tlic use of intoxicants while on 
duty, but will not re-employ a man 
who has been dismissed - for intoxica- 
tion. The

ent office bfflclal,,"prevailed'':very .oitcn- 
'slvcly during Presidoat .Grants adminls- 
cratlou, when.- .General:. Loggott. of 'Ohio 
was. commissioner ,,of patents — Many.in- 
Tnntors, or at least: persons who .supposed, 
that they were inventors,, hod it very bad, 
and thoro was scarcely a week that some fly- 
ing machine fellow did not turnup or writa 
to.!the patont offioo. Tbo great;- majority 
of thorn nover even woiit so for as to. make 
a model, but. contented .themselves .with 
orudo drawings ..'explaining': thoir .Ideas of 
ara^al locomotion: ' All-of tliera wero.pbor 
and wanted the patent . offics to furnish. 
the money .to build their machines. . I re- 
member. one fellow in particular.- Ho wns 
well known to General Loggettand served 
under him in aa.Ohiorosiruentduring the 
•war. 
He telegraphed .General Legge'tt 


from .TOrbann, O, : 'Hold patont. on .flying 
machine until I arrive. Refuse all'opplicft- 
tions until you havo seen ininb.-' Tho 
general answered him, .by mail, 'however, 
tjiat.tbe office-would consider anything he 
had.to offer, -or words. to that effect Then 
thore came torn tlie inventor a dnily let-, 
ter for a couple of- weeks,.,d(i6oriblug .the 
invention witti great .detail. To cut off 
•tha supply of -' letters, 't'fco ''general 'wrote 
him- a personal letter,.,wlth the idea .of 
cooling.hlm down,,but.lt had-the opposite 
effect,, for It was followed by the announce- 
ment that the inventor would arrive hare 
in a fow days and "would givo an exhibi- 
tion of the machine. Tha man did como, 
and with him camo hismaoblne. In shap£. 
it was .like a sugar hogshead, with tho 
customary wings of nearly all flying ma- 
chines, It was light, and was . made of 
'white cottou covering a spiral steel frame. 


Nothing would suit the inventor except 


that the potent ofilco should take a short 
roc-ess, while every ono connected with it 
could go out and see tho machine fly from 
tho F street porch .of. the building. The 
general finally persuaded him that tho first 
"exhibition iihauld not be so :pnblloly given 
and that he and ft few others would exom- 
Ino the machine that aftornoon after office 
hours. 
About 4 o'clock, a half dozen or 


more repaired to tho F street porch, and 
tbo inventor, atior screwing np a half doz- 
en or to springs and counterbalances, an- 
nounced that he was rendy'to fly the won- 
der. It was supposed that ho intended to 
go up in it, but, he soon dispelled that 
idea by saying that tbo machine he had 
wan but a rninla'turo model of what he in- 
tended to make, but that it was sufficient 
to show, .what could bu done. 


Finally he let her go, and to the surpriso 


of everyone the machine flow nicely up 
in th(j air and across -F stroet. By a mis- 
calculation it struck tie corner of tho post- 
offico deportment building very hard and 
fell ir. tho area a mass.; of ^broken .metal, 
smashing itself into a dozen pieces. "Tho 
inventor rap across -to look at 'tho rem- 
nants, and by the time he had returned to 
explain the.causo of tbo disaster the porti- 
co was dosorted. 'It was an Ohio idea,' 
Generr.l Leggott-remarkod, 'nnditwas one 
of the very few Ohio ideas that did not 
pan out.' " — Washington Star.

Mr.'Charios T. Hill writes for St. Nioh- 


, olus an article on "The Perils of o Fire- 
man's Life." Afterspcaldng of tho "back 
draft," thrit is responsible for many 
deaths among firemen, Mr. Hill says: 
' Another kind of back draft that I» 
greatly dreaded takes the fonn of an ex- 
plosion, and Is usually mot.--w:lth in fires 
IE storage, houses and largo warehouses 
that bavo been closed up tight for some 
time. • A flro breaks out in suoh a build- 
ing, and, as'a -rulo, has boon smoldering 
for Bomo'timo before It is discovered. • Tho 
firomon are summoned, and raising a lad- 
dtr they pry'oren an iron shutter or -break 
In a door to get ivt tho flre. Tho combus- 
tion going-on. within tho building has gen- 
orated a gas, and tho moinont tho air gets 
to this, through the breaking open of tho 
door or window, the mixture Ignites. An 
explosion "fdkws and. a portion or tho 
whole of the front of the building Is blown 
oat. 
Sexreml acoldonts of this kind bavo 


occurred In Now York, ono In a storage 
warehouse in West Thirty-nlr.th street » 
fow years ago, when tho whplo front was 
blown out, hurling tho firemen from tho 
ladders and severely injuring a largo num- 
ber. Another accident of tho sarae.natviro 
occurred shortly after chis, .in a largo 
wholesale -flour warehouse down town.,, In 
this case it was supposed that particles of 
flour In the air Inside tto warehouse be- 
came Ignited and exploded;' but it was' 
.practically another case of 'the back draft. 
Several Cromen wero m&lmed and Injured 
in this case.

language. Ono of these was in New York 
city and tbe other in Northampton, Mass.,

tions there sprang" up in this country in 
tho rank* of the teachers of tho-dnaf a 
division which already existed in Europe. 
On tho one side wcro the ardent advocates 
of tbo sign language ns a moons of instruc- 
tion and explanation, while on. tho othor 
wore the opponontspf signs, who employed 
tho manual alpha hot,', writing, end speech 
only. 
Tho controversy has boon waged 


with moro or less energy ever since; but 
like all tho ideas of a crudor and less ad- 
vanced, ago the sign language has boon 
gradually crowded out, u^til now it Is en- 
tirely, excluded from many schools and1 


used but sparingly in othow.

• A single argument brought forward by 
the son of a distinguished advocate of tha 
anciont method In support of thia lan- 
guage is snougb to indicate Its ultimata 
fate, thouf.b it has-snrved a noble purpose, 
in Its day;' Ha says, "It' is a fact worth 
notlug tliiit the signfi used by tha Indians 
of North America are identical In-many, 
instances with thoso employed by tho deaf 
mutes of today.-" . N o one will question 
the truth of this observation nor. deny 
that i t Is worth no ting, but- wo have reached 
a, stage in tho world's history when we can 
lay aside tbo'tools of savagery. Through 
progress in enlightenment vre (ire- fortu- 
nately ablo now to give our doaf children a 
bettor means of communication with mon 
than that employed by tbe American In- 
dian or the African savage. It Is a friendly 
struggle, in which the old school advocates 
of the sign language are tho defensive party 
and the oralists the aggressors. Both aro, 
however, engaged in tha great work of 
ameliorating tho condition of an "unfor- 
tunate class and have muoh that is com- 
mon ground whoro thoy oan clasp hand* 
with liearty s'pproval.

Discussion is prevalent in, market 


gardening papers as to whether there 
is any advantage ia pruning tomatoes, 
some contending tbat tbe fruit is better 
•wuon, many of the branches aro thinned 
ont, so aa to admit light and air to the 
1'ruit, while others insist that ripening 
of fruit is a vital process -in which light 
and air have little part. . Again, others 
contend' that by thinning out some of 
the branobea those which are left are 
rendered more vigorous and that finer 
fruit will be the.reanlt, while the dis- 
senring.f action-is persistent in declaring 
that the thinning cut of the branches 
only tends to- produce another and 
weaker crop and that the tomatoes of 
theso' secondary branches aie smaller 
and less toothsome than those under the 
other treatrasnt. 
In this connection 


aieehan's Morthly says: It may. be -not- 
ed that most of . these arguments .seem 
but theoretical. It would take oarefnl, 
experiments by judicious" observers to 
properly" settle tho question. ' One thing 
is certain, that when more leaves are 
left on.the plant 'than oun have an op- 
portunity .to perform their' fuiiciiions 
they, aro ns'el'pss.

The season of 1894 was an awful one 


in Nebraska and adjoining states. . Xho 
drought was so severe Uiat ordinary 
orops with ordinary culture could not 
grow. 
In this . trying season alfalfa 


proved its -'great --valno as a drought 


i dodger. Even in this awful season there 
'were alfalfa fields in the heart of tho 
drought ''stricken area that gave three 
heavy cuttings, while all other forage 
crops. weis dead. Ths cot.tonwood 'is a 
hardy tree, ywt in these .dry . days the 
leaves'on IB inch trees were yellow and 
sear, while close .by alfalfa stood green. 
and growing- Every root of alfalfa was 
un irrigating pump. In connection with 
this statement Rural Now Ybrlcer says: 
If Nebraska had 'been well covered with 
this plant .in,- 1394, ,aho might have .fed 
all 'her people. While -'this - wonderful 
plant ia best- suited to tho arid plains, 
there are sections in nearly every state 
where it will produce good crops.1' 


Mjttrare JT6r"SuEfrr Bocts.. 


Since experience has taught that beeta 


raised on .fields froshly fertilized w-ith 
stable manure aro inferior for purposes 
of manufacture the rulo has long been 
established that not "tho beets, but tho 
previous crop-should' be fertilized with 
this material or that tho beets should be 
raised in 'rotation 'as tho second or ovoii 
third crop. Unfortunately this rule, F.O 
important-to tha'facto'ria=, is not always 
observed, and as a-consequencoof heavy 
manuring large crops havo been pro- 
duced, but, at tho cost of diminished sug- 
ar content or lessened price. 
This rulo, 


says H. W. Wiley ; of .tho. division of 
chemistry, United States department of 
agriculture, applies '.'especially, to-stable 
manure • and night soil, as well as to 
chile saltpetor, the misuse of which has 
produced -'such' serious consequences for 
factories, bat not to phosphatic manures, 
which usually exert a favorable influ- 
ence npon the crop.

I want to get throngh the harvest quick-. 
ly and with tho least possible expense.

Besides 
I prefer to havo tbe straw in .the barn 
in preference to the wheat I employ 
thrashers that fun a full force o'f hands 
and -board themswlves.-- 'A force of-:tbis 
kind 'caii' rush' the 'work 'along faster 
and cheaper than' I can employ ' and 
board them, -and thus tbe thrashing 
time .is no longer dreaded in well reg- 
ulated households: Some extra team 
work is needed" to. get in the wheat,_ but 
only for a day or two; and'I can usu- 
ally swap work of this: kind with a 
neighbor. I find tbat it is . aasier to re-' 
set tbe ninchine occasionally than it is 
to haul the grain any considerable dis- 
taiioe.- 


I market 'my wheat, crop from the 


machine. I find my buyer before thrash- 
ing begins. There is a great loss iu 
wastage and shrinkage when the farmer 
stores his grain, either at home or in 
the elevator, ''that I don't think is "ever 
made .up in. advance of price, taking 
one year with another.

scon In .the senate chamber. Jonathan 
Chaco, the picturesque Quaker from Rhode 
Island, who ornamented tbo senate hoforo 
Dlxon and Wetmore, went baok to his buai- 
nofls ot the ond of his term, and Washing- 
ton has seen him no more. 


When Mahono of Virginia ended his 


publio career, he still np<>nfe most of his 
time In Washington, making his hond- 
quartflTB ac Ohamborllo'a. and his frilled 
shirt front, his curiously shaped trousern 
strapped under his little boota and his 
ulaolc slouched hat wore familiar sights on 
Pennsylvania avenno.
